‘| burying a companion and myself alive. 


When I recovered consciousness my 
comfades told me that but for the 
fact that my hgnd protruded from the 
mass of debris they would never have 
discovered me. My poor chum was 
never found. 

My: second experience of being 
buried alive occurred when we were 
told off to relieve the Gordon High- 
landers, who, it appears were hard 
pressed. The odds against us were 
too heavy, and again an again we had 
to retire slowly. Time after time we 
advanced, driving the enemy back, 
and at last retaking the trenches, 
When the roll was called, out of 60 
of my regiment only 150 answered 
the call. . 

Next morning all was quiet and 
still, and we could not see the slight- 
est movement among the Germans. 
We ‘were just congratulating our- 
selves.on having a chance of a little 
rest, when “Jack Johnson” rang out 
his familiar warning. 

Suddenly a dull thud shook the 
earth around us, and | remember no 
more. My comrades told me they 
dug me out from a living tomb. 

Thus I was. twice buried, but stil) 
alive.

Saving of a Crop of Barley 

J. D. MeGregor is more than a 
raiser of fat cattle—he is an experi- 
menter in new lines of agriculture. 

On his farm near Brandon, Man., 

he has geveral large wooden silos. 
hese structures have been formeriy 
| hited with corn, butthis year, owing 
to the cold, wet. weather, 
‘in that section of the 
proved a failure. 

The early frosts slightly damagea 
many acres of his barley. It was 
impossible to thresh the partly 
matured grain, and to save 
crop he put it all in the silo. It was 
“killing twg birds with: one stone.” 
The silos were going to be empty and 
the barley was going to. spoi but 
by a little extra care both “would-be” 
losses were turned to a profit. 

Tke barley, straw and all, was cut 
up as fine as possible and blown into 
the silo together with a good hali- 
inch stream of water, under about 
twenty pounds pressure. A little 
more difficulty in tramping was ex- 
perienced than with corn, put the 
stuff kept well and made quite as 
good feed as ordinary corn ensilage. 
Next year Mr. McGregor is going to 
mix barley with his corn, and is also 
going to try some peas in the same 
manner. ae

So great, in fact, has been the de- 
mand that Canadian dealers have 
shipped practically all of the avail- 
able Canadian storage product’ to the 
old country. As a result, there is not. 
in Canada at the present time suffic- 
jent eggs in stotage ty supply home 
consumption until fresh receipts in 
appreciable quantities. begin to come 
in. 

Quantities of eggs from the United 
States, however, are being imported 
into Canada, some in,bond for export, 
but the larger part to take the place 
of the Canadians procuct exported. 
On account of the keen demand for 
Canadian eggs above ° mentioned, 
United States eggs can be laid down 
in Canada at the present time, duty 
paid, at several cents per dozen less 
than the price at which Canadian 
eggs are selling for the export, and 
they should be procirable by the 
consumers accordingly.

The simplest explana- 
tion of courge is that the. birds pro- 


ducing the eggs or the male fertiliz- 


ing them have not the vitality or are 
not in condition to supply eggs that 
will properly mature strong chickens 
when incubated. Ninv times out of 
ten this is the main cause. But how 
is one to know what prospects there 
are for results before the hatches 
come off? Counting . prospective 
chickens is a useless and uncertain 
rocedure, but the eggs as they are 
aid will provide a barometer of the 
hens’ conditfons and as abnormal con- 
ditions are thereby indicated corrée- 
tive measures must be adopted to 
change the possibilities without delay. 
whenever the eggs are not as they 
should be. : 

‘ Exceptions exist to every rule, but 
it is almost safe to assume tliat regu- 
lar shaped, smooth-shelled eggs of 
medium size will be found the best to 
use. Occasional!y hens will be fourd | 
that always lay eggs. peculiar to} 
themselves alone in which case it | 
may be nécessary to use such eggs 
in order to get chicks from them. | 
This, however, might be due to, tle 
hen continuing in a too. fat condition 
and never in the best shape for pro- 
ducing hatchable eggs. 

To produce eggs the hens must 
consume more than what is required 
for their maintenance.
